SUIT FACED 
BY ARIZONA 
BANK HEADS 


State Seeks to Recover 
$1,100,000 Deposited in 
Insolvent Institution 


PHOENIX. Oct. 22.—It is re- 
ported that suit is to be started 
this week bw the receiver for the 
Central Bank of Phoenix against 
the directors and stockholders of 
that defaulting institution. A large 
part of the stock was in the name 
of Phil K. Lewis, who now is be- 
Heved to be in Honduras, and 
against whom criminal proceed- 
ings have been taken. Under the 
State law a stockholder is respon- 
sible to the extent of the face value 
of his stock, ih addition to what- 
ever loss he may have by reason 
of the stock's lack of value. 

In the bank at the time of it« 
failure on March 21, 1921, were 
State, county and city deposits ag- 
gregating $1,100,000, or 60 per cent 
of the total. Security in some 
cases was given in the shape of a 
bond by the Central Finance Com- 
pany, said to be a mere Lewis an- 
nex. An official investigation de- 
clared that $800,000 had been 
loaned to officials or groups closely 
connected with the bank's manage- 
ment, and that only a smal! per- 
centage of the money thus loaned 
was considered recoverable. 

On April 11 last a final report 
was made by the Senate Banking 
Committee, with special reference 
to the responaibility of State Treas- 
urere Ross and Barhert. said to 
have deposited money in the Cen- 
tral Bank and tts successor, the 
Bank of Phoenix, without ade- 
quate security. In this connection 
the chairman of the committee, 
Senator Rutherford of Jerome. 
said: “I rejoice in the knowledge 
that Tom Campbell came through 
this investigation stainless. I wish 
I could say as much for some of 
the Democratic office holders who 
have failed in prosecuting the 
State's claime.” 

This Central Bank matter was 
prominently featured as a part of 
the Democratic State campaign 
two years ago, with assertions that 
Gov. Campbell had been respon- 
sible for the losses, despite a show- 
ing that he had refused to approve 
the bonds offered by the ntral 
Bank. 

In addition to these two sources 
of ible restitution to the State.

LENINGRAD CITY OF 
VANISHED POMPS 


PRESENT CONDITION STRANGE 
IN CONTRAST WITH FOR- 
MER ACTIVITY 


Leningrad, like Moscow, is a city 
of vanished pemps—only more so. 
When the Communists turned out 
the dwellers in Moscow's palaces, 
they turned in a great horde of 
nondescripts—not to mention the 
mushroom army of soviet official- 


4 dom — and the city has been 


jammed to the eaves ever since. It 
is not the emptiness, but the con- 
trasts, that strike one in Moscow; 
trade-union headquarters in the 
club of the Noblesse. Communistic 
dictators in the Kremlin, factory 
employees crowded into the Blo- 
shoi operahouse and living at the 
Hotel National or Metropole. 
When the entourage of the em- 
r was turned out of Leningrad, 
owever. there was no waiting 
crowd to occupy the vacated pal- 
aces. Leningrad, in its St. Peters- 
burg . Was an artificial city. 
Materially it was built on a swamp, 
with its buildings propped up on 
piles. Socially and culturally it 
was propped up by the authority 
which the czar vested in his capital 
city. Without the czar or his co- 
horts Leningrad today looks like a 
va just come through a siege. 
oming into it in the morning I 
counted more than fifty idle smoke 
stacks in the suburbs of the city 
which, before the war, contributed 
considerably to the industrial life 
of Russia. Along the streets whole 
blocks of shops are boarded up. In 
many of the most important sec- 
tions. where what business there 


ti is te transacted, only the first 


floors of the buildings are occu- 
pied. The upper stories are left 
vacant—the walls falling into dis- 
repair and the windows still shat- 
tered with the gunfire of the rev- 
olution. 

Along the Nevski, the pride of 
prewar Russia's streets, the stores 
are open and business proceeds in 
a desultory fashion. There is none 
of the hustle and uctivity that one 
finds in Moscow. No one, appar- 
ently. has anything to do that can- 
not, and probably wil! not be, post- 
poned. here are even fewer mo- 
tor cars than in Moscow, and no 
such army of battered droshkas. 
People stroll in CLeningrad as 
though every day were Sunday. 
Out in the Admiralty Skaya, 
along the Neva, the streets are 
practically deserted. The section, 
skirting the river, was the nobility 
quarter of St. Petersburg. It re- 
sembles, now. a modern Pompeli 
—unecovered for purposes of exhi- 
bition. Many of the palaces, in 
fact, are converted into museums. 
The soviets, apparently, take pleas- 
ure In utilising every building 
which has no more practical use, 
and can be fitted up with a coat of 
mail or a picture, for a museum. 
Leningrad. probably, has more mu- 
seums today than al! Russia had 
before the war. 

Our droshka driver, in his golden 
age, was coachman for one of the 
numerous grand dukes.

Rowdies Break up Private 
Amusements 


Police Wink at Invasion of 
Foreigners’ Rights

It is believed that Tokio has 


seen the last of foreign ball-room 
dancing in public. The interrup- 
tion to thie innocent form of 
amusement came when a band of 
ruMans, belonging to a patriotic 
association called Taikosha, in- 
vaded the Imperial Hotel soon 
after the American immigration 
bill was passed, broke up a dance 
and by alternate threats and 
cajoleries forced a promise out of 
the management that no more for- 
eign-style dances would be per- 
mitted in the hotel. 

The Imperial Hotel is entirely 
under Japanese management. If 
it had been under foreign manage- 
ment, as is the Oriental Hotel in 
Kobe, or as were the Grand and 
the Oriental Palace hotels in 
Yokohama, there perhaps would

clearly obvious. A police official of 
high rank was asked what the for- 
elgners were expected to do for 
amusement. He suggested that 
that there was plenty of amuse- 
ment to be had In geisha houses 
and in the restaurants. If one 
calls a spade a spade, this simply 
means that bheer-ewigging and 
woman  bailting—provided these 
pastimes are indulged in where the 
places have been duly licensed— 
are perfectly all right—and moral! 

Suggestions have been made that 
dances might be held to which 
Japanese are not invited, and let 
the foreigner’s sin be on his own 
head. This has been objected to 
on the ground that it would 
awaken racial prejudice! 

It is only fair to remark here 
that the foreigners are not a)l- 
together without blame, elther.

Corporations Acquiring 
Firms Liable for Levy 


Liability of corporations for 
Federal taxes due from bankrupt 
concerns which they may take over 
was fixed by a United States Court 
decision received from Washington

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EDITOR FREED IN STABBING 


Charges Watts Banker Attacked Him Violently in 
Row Over Loan forPolitical Campaign 


After spending a night In the 
County Jail following the stab- 
bing of Thomas J. Stevens, banker 


of Watts, W. Ward, owner of a 


newspaper at Watts, was released 
by the Sheriff's office yesterday 
when an investigation by Deputy 
Sheriff Modie revealed that no one 
was willing to swear out a com- 
plaint against Ward. 

Ward was taken into . custody 
Tuesday night following an alter- 
cation with Stevens said to have 
started over financial difficulties 
between the two that followed a 
political campaign. 

According to Ward's stery to 
Capt. Bright, head of the Sheriff's 
homicide squad, Stevens ap- 
proached him in front of a battery 
station operated by Al Cole in 
Watts Tuesday night ‘and de- 
manded payment of $1600, said to 
have been loaned to Ward in the 


political campaign. Ward told the 
officers tha, Stevens cursed him 
and etruck him, knocking him to 
the sidewalk. and breaking a rib. 
Ward said Stevens is about three 
times his size. 

When Ward arose from the side- 
walk, he told the officera, he de- 
fended himeelf with a knife, with 
which he was whittling at the time 
Stevens came up. Stevens was tak- 
en te the South Gate Hospital suf- 
fering from several minor cuts on 
the body and Ward was treated 
at Receiving Hospital for a broken 
rib. according to the Sheriff's 
office. 

The origin of the trouble, Ward 
said, was a political campaign in 
which he, Stevens and several oth- 
ers Were members of the same fac- 
tion. The election went against 
them, Ward said, and he was left 
holding the sack and was held ac- 


countable for the loan made by 
Stevens's bank.
